Applicant gratefully acknowledges Examiner Lele for taking time from his busy 
schedule to conduct a personal interview on October 26, 2004, for the above-referenced 
Application. The interview was courteous and professional, and it is believed by Applicant's 
representative that prosecution has been advanced because of this interview. 

Concerning the substance of the interview, Applicant's representative presented a 
summary of the present invention as described, for example, by claim 1 . The focus of the 
discussion concerned the aspect of the present invention in which a comparison means 
provides the capability to determine whether or not the number and/or reception level from 
base stations change frequently. This feature provides the capability underlying the high speed 
travel mode of dependent claims 12-18.
